Feral money. Aid allocations will 
mount into the millions of dol- 
lars. 


On the basis of first hand re- 


ports given Johnson during his 
hastily arranged, 740-mile aeri- 
al survey, the following states 
will be able to claim federal 
funds to help rebuild and repair 
essential public facilities: Ohio 
Indiana, West Virginia, Ken- 


Ijjucky, and Missouri.

was Nixon's vice presidential 
running mate.

The most that can be said for 


he Lodge and Johnson speech- 
es in 1960 was that they sound- 
ed like warmed-over Nixon and 
John F. Kennedy. Neither man

This, of course, is in the an- 


cient American political tradi- 
tion that vice presidential can- 
didates are only echoes. 


Before that Lodge had made 


a name for himself, but non- 
political, and built up the image 
of himself on television as U.S.

That was after Kennedy beat 


him for his Senate seat in 1952.

PSYCHOLOGICALLY

If you have a maturing son 


of 17,' 18 or-19 you may be won- 
dering about what to tell him 
about sex. Fathers often have 
quite different ideas than moth- 
ers. 
Take this mother who 


writes: 


"My husband has a prepos- 


terous suggestion: That our son 
be introduced to selected call 
girls to give him experience. 
What amazes me is that other 
men he knows agree with him. 
Dr. Brothers, we need your gui- 
dance as a psychologist. Who is 
right? 


This proposal isn't original. 


The idea comes from Europe. 
Among the upper classes of 
France, Italy, and Spain, many 
fathers discount morality on 
this score, and "educate" their 
mature sons just this way. 


Their approach is interlaced 


with deep-rooted, old - time Eu- 
•opean thinking. It goes about 
this way: The division between 
pure sex and marriage is a 
harp line. 


Sons are destined to marry 


someone of their own class, and 
premarital 
experience 
w i t h 


these future brides degrades the 
marriage, so they have this so- 
lution: introduce their older son 
•o professionals, thereby educa- 
ting and relieving them from 
tension protecting the class and 
type of girl they're destined to 
marry. 


The practice is common, wide 


spread, and accepted by this so- 
called upper - European class. 
It's only of passing interest that 
this practice is a lingering her- 
itage from 
the 
parent-chosen 


marriage, where father and mo- 
ther selected the bride, not tha 
son. This was traditional in ma- 
ny 18th and 19th century mat- 
ches. Marriages just weren't en- 
tered into for love. 


Some American fathers have 


caught this idea, but for very 
different motivations. This type 
of father sees his son's sexual 
activites as a projection of his 
own. So this unthinking sugges- 
tion is 90 per cent wish fulfill- 
ment for the father's own con- 
cealed ideas. But the American 
father hasn't the slightest idea 
of the psychological penalties 
his suggestion can invite upon 
his son. 


A relationship with a profes- 


sional at best is fleeting, me- 
chanical, and without genuine 
romance. It is a simple finan 
cial interchange,and usually ice- 
cold make-believe. What happen 
psychologically to the son? By 
such experience, he equates sex 
with procurement and equates 
its feeling with mechanical re 
sponse. What is the sure result? 
He transfers this artificiality in 
sex into his own later marriage 


The result is an 
unhappj 


bride, who expected genuine ro 
mance in her intimate marita 
experience. Instead, the image 
of the professional prostitute 
lurks in the shadows of her bed- 
room, as her predecessor, and 
the tutor of her new husband.

"Jones is the toughest and 


best fighter I have ever met," 
a subdued Clay conceded in his 
dressing room. 


Harking back to this contro- 


versial bout, the 27 - year - old 
Jones called on Clay, the new 
heavyweight champion, to re- 
member those words. 


"I deserve another shot at 


Clay. I am entitled to the next 
fight with the champion," Jones 
insisted today. "I beat him 
once. I can beat him again." 


The picture has changed rad- 


ically since that wild, boisterous 
night 12 months ago. The loud- 
mouthed Clay has become the 
king of the heavyweights, sur- 
prise winner over Sonny Lis- 
ton Feb. 25 at Miami Beach. 
Jones has moved up to No. 1 
contender in the ratings of the 
World Boxing Association. 


Jones and his manager, Alex 


Koskowitz, hosted a news lunch- 
eon at a swank French restau- 
rant Thursday at which they is- 
sued a 280-word challenge. 


"It is our feeling that Cassi- 


us Clay will not accept this 
challenge," the statement said. 
"There hasn't been a real fight- 
ing champion since Joe Louis." 


The new No. 1 contender is ^ 


rugged product of Harlem, a bit 
on the small side among cur- 
rent heavyweights. He is six 
feet tall, weighs 186 normally 
hut has got up as high as 196.
